State Enforcement Act 
Scrapped; Commander 
of Boat Which Shelled 
Miami Fired. 


Springfield, Ill., April 23.—(4)—~ 
The Illinois hottse of representatives 
today passed the Weber-O’Grady bill 
which provides for repeal of the Ili- 
nois search and seizure act, backbone 
of prohibition enforcement in the 
state. The vote was 77 to 65. 

Corraling the exact number of 
votes necessary for passage of the 
bill, the “‘wets” started the measure 
on its path to the senate. If passed 
by that body it will go to the gover- 
nor’ for approval and then will he 
subject to a referendum yote of the 


people.

Representative Thomas 
O'Grady, co-sponsor of the bill, 
clashed with “dry” leaders just be- 
fore the roll call and precipitated 
one of the most colorful debates of 
the session. Ninety-nine per cent. of 
the murders and homicides commit- 
ted in this country in the last 10 
years were laid at the door of pro- 
hibition by O’Grady, who shouted that 
the state prohibition laws violate the 
constitutional promise that a man’s 
home shall be inviolate. 

“Dry enforcement killers,” he said, 
“are never punished, while the man 
with a pint of liquor or a quart of 
wine in his basement is always 
brought to trial.” He was referring 
to the case of Mrs. Lillian DeKing, 
who recently was slain by a deputy 
sheriff in a dry raid on her home 
in Aurora. 

“For weeks the head of the Anti- 
Saloon League has been lobbying 
against this bill,” he continued. “If 
you vote dry, you can steal the very 
‘lome off the capital and the Anti- 
Saloon League will back you. This 
organization is supported by dona- 
tions of Sunday seboal children, and 
they've substituted the blind pig and 
drugstore for the saloon.” 

O’Grady and other proponents of 
the repealer said they were confident 
tonight that the measure will he 
passed by the senate and go to the 
governor for approval.

END OF AL SMITHS 
REIGN COMPLETED 
BY TAMMANY HALL 


Election of John F. Curry 

As Leader Puts Mayor 
J. J. Walker In the 
“Driver’s Seat.”

New York, April 23.—( United 

News.)—Tammany Hal returned to- 
day to the traditions that held sway 
before Alfred E. Smith sat-in the 
driver's seat, and choose as its new 
leader one of the former governor's 
bitterest political opponents. 

John F. Curry, native of Ireland 
and second oldest district leader in 
point of service, was elected the ‘ruling 
head of the historic wigwam to suc- 


ceed Judge George W. Olvany, who 
resigned recently, giving ill health as 
the cause. 

Curry’s election ended one of the 
most serious deadlocks and internal 
rifts that Tammany Hall has expe- 
rienced since the 140- hg ee nae + 
machine was founded, 
the passing. of the ate” ” -rdareany 
which Smith had brought into the as- 
cendancy and which for eight years 
sought to put the former governor into 
the White House. 

Walker On Throne. 

It was viewed tonight, in fact, as 
completing the political downfall of 
the democratic presidential candidate 
and elevating to his throne the slight, 
dapper figure of James J. Walker, 
mayor of New York city. 

Curry, city commissioner of records, 
was given 12 1-6 votes by Tammany’s 
executive committee against 10-1-5 
yotes for Edward A. Ahearn, leader 
of the fourth district, who was his 

nearest competitor. Martin G. Me- 
Cue, former prize fighter and saloon 
keeper, the third man in the race, 
withdrew and threw his support to 
Ahearn. but it was not sufficient to 
overcome Curry’s lead. 

When the result of the election 
was announced, the veteran district 
leaders assembled in the hall, ose 
to their feet, made the vote unant 
mous and roared an ovation that was 
heard across Union Square outside. 

It was a cry of exultation at the 
final defeat of the “new” Tammany 
—the regime symbolized by ‘a group 
of business and social leaders, who, 
since.-1920, had been subservient to 
the presidential aspirations of the 
“Happy Warrior” from the east side. 

Curry-Fought Smith. 

Up to the time of the campaign, 
no one dared oppose the democratic 
candidate, except Curry, who had 
fought him from the beginning, and 
a scattered few of Tammany’s lieu- 
tenants. They sapieknall diseretly in 
the background while the presidential 
battle was being waged. Smith and 
the circle dominated by Judge Olvany, 
Surrogate James Foley and Senator 
Robert F. Wagner, held the whip- 
hand. 

Leading the democratic party’s as- 
sault on Herbert Hoover and the 
national administration, this group 
chose such socially prominent and 
powerful men as John J. Raskob and 
Alfred I. de Pont to aid them—men 
far removed from the tradition of 
Richard Croker, Charles F. Murphy 
and the other Tammany chieftains, 
who followed the dynasty of “Boss” 
Tweed. 

The defeat of Smith changed the 
situation. Olvany’s resignation was 
preceded by reports of internal dis- 
sension, rumors that Tammany had 
not given its candidate the whole- 
hearted support that it might have. 
When it came time to select’ the 
man who would fill Olvany’s shoes, 
the “old” and the “new” Tammany 
divided under their respective stand- 
ards-and went into an open clash. 

New Leader Demanded. 

The district leaders demanded a 
new ruler chosen from their ranks. 
The Smith group insisted upan a man 
who could be certain of commanding 
national respect. Smith nearly had 
the situation in the palm of his 
hand when, a littl more than two 
weeks ago, nine august gentlemen 
who were connected in no way with 
the wigwam feud, changed the entire 
course of affairs. 

The supreme court in Washington 
gave Mayor Walker the victory in 
the hard-fought campaign he had led 
for the 5-cent subway fare and made 
Walker the idol Of the day in New 
York. 

Tammany overnight turned away 
from Smith. who had gone to Atlantic 
City to wait until his opposition had 
calmed down, and moved en masse 
into the camp of Walker, who had 
not been on particularly good terms 
with the former governor. 


In Marietta in Which 
Mrs. M. P. Johnson Is

Three young women, who gave At-

REPARATIONS MEET 


ENDS IN FAILURE 


German Delegate Appar- 
ently Has No New Of- 
fer and Committee Be- 
gins To “Draw Its Will.” 


Paris, April 23.—(#)—After a lit- 
tle more than ten weeks of existence 
endeavoring to settle the problem of 
Gjerman reparations, the second Dawes 
committee began to draw up its will 
today. 

Representatives of some countries 
on the committee were still trying to 
make that work appear premature by 
efforts to prolong its life. Consul- 
tations thus far held have brought 
forward no remedy, however, and the 
new offer which had been announced 
in some quarters as likely to be made 
by Dr. Schacht after his talks yester- 
day with Owen D. Young and Emil 
Moreau did not- materialize. 

Private conversations are continu- 
ing between the German and the al- 
lied experts with a view to bringing 
demands and offers nearer together. 
In German circles, however, no hope 
is held that the divergence can be so 
narrowed as to permit a present ar- 
rangement for final liquidation of the 
reparations problem. But for the 
report to the various governments and 
for possible subsequent negotiations 
it is desirable that the difference be 
narrowed as much as possible. 

It is now fairly well established 
that Dr. Schacht, head of the German 
delegation, brought back no new of- 
fer with him from Berlin and had not 
made one of his own responsibility. 

Exchanges of views which have 
taken place since his return, have 
tended simply to clear the field for 
a new proposal in case it appeared 
useful to make one. 

The proceedings today were of the 
simplest. When Mr. Young, as chair- 
man, called the full committee to 
order. the report of the subcommit- 
tee that tried to conciliate the ad- 
verse views of the experts was laid on 
the table. The report merely an- 
nounced that the subcommittee had 
failed to bring about an agreement 
on reparations figures. 

The report was filed and without 
further discussion it was proposed 
to appoint a special committee to 
study the principal points to be treat- 
ed in the full committe’s report. 

That proposal was adopted and the 
chief experts of each delegation were 
named as members of the special com- 
mittee. They enterd upon thir duties 
immediately.

FARM AID SPLIT 


Democrats and Indepen- 
dent Republicans Resist 
Hoover’s Guidance In 
Both Houses. 


Washington, April 23.—(United 
News.)—-The range of controversy be- 
tween President Hoover and the sen- 
ate has extended beyond farm relief, 
which the senate began to consider 
today, to include also the immigra- 
tion dispute over the national origins 
quota basis. 

Despite the. president’s appeal for 
repeal or postponement of the national 
origins immigration provision, the sen- 
ate immigration committee voted to- 
day, four to two, to postpone action 
indefinitely on two proposals for re- 
peal. Unless repeal or postponement 
is approved by congress before July 
1, the new basis becomes effective at 
that time. 

This was the second senate rebuff 
for the president in two days. The

where the dreaded Mediterranean fly 
was first discovered recently. He 
stated late today that some announce- 
ment might be forthcoming within the 
next 48 hours, probably tomorrow. 

Government officials, it was as- 
serted were anxioug§ not to impoce any 
undue hardship on Florida shippers 
and producers, yet at the same time 
they want to take every precaution

Health Talks

Dr. Mosher’s Contribution. 
If 1 we.: presenting medals for dis- 


tinguished services I should pin one 
on Dr. Celia Duel Mosher. medical 
adviser of women in Stanford univer- 


(sity for her great contribution to the 


health of womankind and the better- 
ment of posterity. There are now- 
adays not a few medical women who 
swing a keen stethoscope or even a 
wicked scalvel, but Dr. Mosher's 
name stands out among the great 
women of her profession for this 
achievement: She has shown women 
how to avoid most of the incapacity 
and suffering they have erroneously 
believed to be inevitable. 


From Dr. Mvosher's book. “Personal 


Hygiene for Women” (Standford Uni- 
versity Press) I quote her simple, yet 
marvelously effective exercise: 

All tight clothing having been 
removed, the woman is placed on 
her back, on a level surface, in 
the horizontal - o-ition. The knees 
are flexed and the arms are 
placed at the sides to secure per- 
fect relaxation. One hand is al- 
lowed to rest on the abdominal 
wall without exerting any pres- 
sure, to serve as an indicator of 
the amount of movement. The 
woman is directed to raise the 
hand by lifting the abdominal 
wall without straining. then to 
see how far the hand can be 
lowered by the voluntary contrac- 
tion of the abdominal muscles, 
the importance of this contrac- 
tion being especially emphasized. 
This exercise is repeated eight or 
10 times, night and morning. in 
a well ventilated room, preferably 
while she is sill in bed and in 
her night clothing. She is cau- 
tioned to avoid ierky movements 
and to strive for a smooth. 
rhythmical raising and lowering 
of the abdominal wall. 
Idr. Mosher points out

She also gives 
instructions about

DISARMAMENT PLANS 


DISCUSSED BY EXPERTS 


Think Treaty Should Be Con- 
terminous With Wash- 
ington Pact. 


Geneva, April 23.—(/)—Any five- 
power naval treaty likely to take form 
as a result of American overtures 
toward disarmament by Hugh S. Gib- 
son yesterday, should be conterminous 
with the Washington nayal treaty, in 
the opinion of American observers 
here, 

Whether a naval sub-committee will 
be appointed by the preliminary dis- 
armament conference to study Ameri- 
can proposals for reduction of strength 
in cruisers, destroyers and  subma- 
rines, has not yet been decided. Some 
delegates. think the creation of such 
a subsidiary body essential, while oth- 
ers favor further discussions in the 
plenary session of the conference when 
representatives of Great’ Britain, 
France, Japan and Italy are ready to 
submit their views on technical points 
of the American proposal. 

Utilizing of Conference. 

Experts here seem to be giving in- 
creased attention to the possibility of 
utilizing the Washington naval con- 
ference, scheduled for early in 1931, 
for the solution of the problem of re- 
duction in non-capital warships. But 
staunch friends of the League of Na- 
tions contest any idea of having the 
fivé-power parley for secondary ships 
divorced from the league. 

France in particular always has tak- 
en the position that armaments form 
an indivisible whole and cannot be 
split into naval, land, air units for 
treatment. She sees sea. strength 
linked inseparably with land strength 
because of the necessity for her in the 
event of war of transporting great 
numbers of troops to and from her 
colonial possessions in northern Africa. 

French, Italian Rivalry. 

In view of what the press calls the 
rivalry between France and Italy for 
sea power and of their alleged com- 


‘mow desire to possess a considerable 


number of cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines, observers forecast that 
there can be no question of their ac- 
cepting for these types of ships the 
tonnage ratio which was fixed at the 
Washington conference for battleships 
and aircraft carriers. 

Rather it is deemed likely that 
France and Italy would desire some- 
thing more nearly approaching parity 
with the United States and Great 
Britain, the Washington ratio for big 
fighting ships was 5-5-3 for the United 
States, Great Britain and Japan, and 
1.75 for France and Italy. 

As of the suggestion that the size of 
battleships be reduced from 35,000 
tons to 30,000, the impressions exists 
that most Americans would prefer to 
maintain the present displacement. 
This impression was based on the 
theory that America would have large- 
ly to depend on its powerful battle- 
ships as floating bases when an Amer- 
ical fleet voyaging afar found itself 
without adequate land bases.

Why Buy Two Plow Horses If Y ou’ 
Have Work and-Feed for Only One? 
By Robert Quillen 


This is addressed to the poor who labor with their hands to get a 
living and are at times denied the privilege of laboring. 
Life is hard.for you, and yet the fault is the fault of your own class 
and you have it in your power to better the lot of those who come after 
s 


you. 


You are poor because of over-production. | 
When Florida was in the midst of boom days and the rich were 
spending millions to drain swamps and build houses, labor was in great 


demand and wages were high: 


Those who needed workefs bid against one another, offering more 
and more; but when, workers began to arrive from other sections their 
number soon exceeded the number of jobs and they began to bid against 
one another—offering to work for less and less, until wages fell to the 


level of normal times. 


‘In that brief history is the whole story of the poor man’s troubles. 

Poverty pérpetuates itself as riches do. 

The poor are poor because they lack the skill to render a service 
for which society will pay a high wage; they are poor because poverty 
affects their health, and ill health keeps them poor; they are poor be- 
cause poverty prevents their learning an art that will pay them well: 
they are poor because poverty saps their confidence and hope and am- 
bition, they are poor because of a score of reasons. 

But primarily they are poor because they are too numerous—be- 
cause they have produced too ‘many of their own kind—because their 
vast number makes it necessary for them to bid against one another for 
the chance to live and thus keep wages low. 

The jobs that, can be learned in a day pay no more than a bare liv- 
ing because there are two men willing to learn each job. 

Reduce the number of men to fit the number of jobs and all will 


prosper. 


The solution lies with the mothers of the poor. 
Let them bear fewer children and the misery of the poor will come 


to an end. 


That is a solution urged by sound morality as well as sound eco- 
nomics, for it is obviously wrong to bring a child into the world if it is 
known in advance that the child will be doomed to ignorance, poverty 


and suffering.

_ Let the poor reduce the number of births by half and each man 
child will be born with the assurance of a job that will pay him a decent 


living. 


But while over-production of workers continues, the poor will suf- 
fer as certain manufacturers now suffer from over-production of their 


wares. 


To what extent a decreased birth rate would affect capital and com- 


merce I do not know. 


But never yet have high wages injured a civilization. 


And, in any case, this is written for the poor alone.

Candler field 
will die of strangulation. It will be 
inaccessible within a short time be- 
cause of the congestion along White- 
hall street.

The bunion derby men have been 
on the way less than a thousand miles 
to date. The great pity is that Mr. 
Pyle’s name has come to mean a 
laughing in the land. He is usually 
followed by. a small army of process 
servers and his belongings are con- 
stantly being plastered with attach- 
ments. 

FORGET RUNNERS. 

There is so much written about Mr. 
Pyle and his alleged transgressions 
that the runners are lost sight of. 
Mr. Pyle even stole the show when 


the serious minds examined the run-‘ 


ners at the conclusion of the 1928 race 
to see what ill-effects, if any, had 
been suffered by the competitors. They 
had suffered none, so they said, Mr. 
Payne was given an O. K., but then 
a shin splint isn’t to be discovered 
by a stethoscope. 

It was found that Mr. Pyle, who 
had been stopping at the rural hotels 
along the route, was suffering from 
bunions. They were not on Mr. Pyle’s 
feet. Those mattresses in some of the 
out-of-the-way hotels are very un- 
yielding things. 

The men make a certain distance 
each day. The run from one town, 
that puts down a guarantee, to an- 
other. They even run out of the way 
to avoid some cities which are not 
sympathetic. The distance varies 
from around 30 miles to as much as 
75 miles per day. 

: Amazing Spectacle. 

The bunion derby is really offering 
up an athletic spectacle that is amaz- 
ing in its stark reality. The mara- 
thon race in the Olympic games and 
those held at various cities in this 
country, are run in something more 
than two hours. El Ouafi won that 
event in the Olympic games at Am- 
sterdam last summer, made the 26 
miles in 2 hours, 32 minutes and 57 
seconds. 

That event, for which men train 
systematically for years, leaves the 
finishers exhausted and worn, ‘The 
bunion derby entries run more than 
30 miles every day, They average 
around 40. They cover 40 miles in 
about five hours, sometimes less. They 
do that day in and day out, in all 
sorts of weather, under varying con- 
ditions, up hill and down. Their com- 
fort receives scant consideration. They 
furnish it themselves. Most of them 
are backed by some advertising firm. 
They run into the night and leave at 
dawn. Most of the contestants are 
men who never trained for distance 
running. 

There is a lot of laughter as C. C. 
Pyle’s mad caravan moves on. It is 
ridiculous and bizarre but with it all 
there are men running about 40 miles 
per day, rain or shine, warm or cold. 
And, incidentally, making good time. 

Ridiculous, Bizarre—and Heroic 

There is a lot of immoderate and 
coarse laughter when the bunion derby 
is mentioned but somehow I don’t 
see how one is to forget that yester- 
day some men ran about 40 miles 
will do it again today and start out 
again tomorrow and continue in that 
fashion. until they reach the Pacific 
coast. 

Of course it is very hard on Mr. 
Pyle. - He has to ride in an automo- 
bile all day and that does get so tire- 
some. And then there are the small 
hotels and their beds. It is very hard 
on Mr. Pyle. His mad runners have 
nice, smooth concrete to run on.

Need Seasoning 


Trumbull Says New Fumble Rule Should Not 
Be Enforced for Another Year. 


Mr. Hutchinson seems to believe 
that the time has come when the rule 
makers experimenting with the game 
and intimates that if they once per- 
mitted a season to pass without mak- 
ing some radical change everybody 
else would be just as well, satisfied. 

He also thinks that any important 
changes in the rules should be effec- 
tive not less than a ‘year after they 
have been put on the books, thus giv- 
ing them opportunity to season and 
be discussed, and also that they should 
be approved by a ratifying authori- 
ty, such as the National Collegiate 


Association. 
RESULT OF ORATORY. 


In all except this last, I am in 
perfect agreement. Any time you 
attempt to handle rules by a commit- 
tee which is obliged to report back to 
an association, the result is the de- 
velopment, not of a game, but of a 
bunch of orato It would take over 
a year before eVeryone had delivered 
himself of the sentiments he felt to 
be important. 

Regarding the no fumble rule, 1 
always have felt it to be bad. One 
reason, if-no other, is that it is a wide 
open invitation to dishonesty. There 
should be. no rule which absolutely 
invites sharp practice. You may say 
that there should be na coach or team 
capable of sharp practice. That also- 
is true, but since Adam took his 
first chaw at the apple, mortal man 
has been subject to temptation and 
it isn’t common sense to throw it in 
his way jus& to see if he is immune. 
There might among coaches and 
teams be some unregenerate enough ‘o 
figure that while the man who todk 
advantage of an unintentional opening 
in the rules was no sportsman, the 
man who did not was a sap. In a 
tight, corner, one of these might take 
a chance on a fumble, to increase the 
legal number of downs, with little 


risk, 
* DISTRUST. 

Or, if he did not, if he were strict- 
ly honorable, and an unintentional 
fumble, followed by a recovery, should 
occur to his great advantage, his op- 
ponent might have such a smal] and 
mean mind that into it a doubt would 
creep. This would not make for 
trust and perfect understanding. The 
old grads would have no doubts. An 
old grad always is liberal. He never 
suspects the opposing coach and elev- 
en of anything more than larcenr, 
mayhem, perjury and murder. He 
always is fair and warmer, year by 
year—fair to his own team and warm- 
er in his indignation. This rule may 
be a great thing for him. x 


I still believe that the rule was the 
idea of coaches who, quite reasonably 
from their point of view, did not 
wish to see power plus good instruc- 
tion overcome by a fluke. They will 
tell you that the better team should 
recéver the majority of fumbles. It 
may be so. But, if it is so, what cf 
it? In that case only the size of the 
score, not the result of the game, is 
affected. 

But it happens that there have 
been several cases where the thing 
didn’t work out in this manner, where 
a weaker eleven, by virtue of a break, 
an accident if you choose, by scoop- 
ing up a loose ball, has beaten a 
stronger opponent. This the rule 
should prevent, and I believe that 
those who fostered it intended it to do 
that very thing. — 

GAME TOO SERIOUS. 

I also have the feeling that foot- 
ball is tending to become a little too 
much a coach’s profession and a bit 
too little an amateurs pastime. it 
is my earnest contention that college 
football is an undergraduate game and 
that the undergraduates are, in theory, 
supposed to play it for fun. Un- 
der those circumstances, I believe that 
they should have more to say about it. 

At the present time it is run al- 
most wholly by graduates. The un- 
dergraduate has nothing to say con- 
cerning the schedule, the rules, the 
profits, the fields, the spectators or 
the teams, 


yanked out in virtual disgrace if he 
deesn’t do it right. He gets the bruises 
and the blame and gives his heart, 
soul and body in return. And the 
boys who do most of the work, gener- 
ally get least of the glory. 

The rules committee is a wise, con- 
scientious and able body. I could 
suggest only one change.

Georgia's largest tax refund: from 
the federal government \. was an- 
nounced Tuesday by the internal. rev- 
enue department when it was décided 
that $259,097 collected from the 
Trust Company of Georgia several 
years ago was illegally held. | 

The department ordered the refund 
made immediately. 

When the governi.ent assessed the 
company for a large number of Coco- 
Cola company shares which it ac- 
quired at $5 a share the company 
demurred, but paid the assessment. 
The matter then was taken into the 
federal courts, where Judge: Samuel 
Hi. Sibley, of the northern district 
of Georgia, rendered a decision in 
favor of the plaintiff company. The 
government appealed the decision to 
the circuit court. of appeals and lost 
the decision there. It then was de- 
cided to pay the refund without an 
appeal to the United States supreme 
court, 

Government » officials. contended 
that although the company bought the 
stock at $5 a share the market price 
was $40 and that the firm was to be 
taxed on a $40. basis although the 
stock was not sold, This formed the 
issue of the case.

Massenet and his librettists didn’t follow 
the plot of the Abbe Prevost's novel at all 
closely. Perhaps the greatest divergence is 
at the end. In the opera Manon dies at 
Havre, whereas in the novel she dies in 
Louisiana, after being transported from 
France in the convict ship, 

It doesn’t maiter, however. The story is 
really the story of Manon and her adorable, 
reprehensible character. Any- 
way, the Abbe Prevost’s ideas of 
Louisiana must have been of the 
vaguest. And all wrong. Be- 
cause he places the last scene 
of his story on a vast desert 
located actually in the low, 
swampy regions of the then 
French colony. 

In any event, it is an appeal- 
ing, dramatic story that is re- 
vealed in the opera. It is like- 
wise clothed in music so lovely, 
so exquisite that it seems to 
breath the very charm of the 
adorable Manon herself.

Lescaut, who is quite a gay 
young sport, is delighted to 
find his cousin both beautiful 
and unsophisticated. He en- 
joys her greeting him with a 
cousinly kiss and leaves her in 
the courtyard while he enters the inn to 
engage rooms. 

Manon, left alone, is approached by Guil- 
lot, a notorious old libertine. The girl is 
rather pleased at her ability to attract the 
old man, though his antics amuse her. 
The crowd teases the old man, but he is 
persistent and, before he is called away by 
Bretigny, his travelling companion, he or- 
ders a carriage, thinking he can later per- 
suade this delightful young girl to run 
away with him. 

Three girls in the crowd, evidently of 
easy moral tendencies, and elaborately 
dressed, catch Manon’s eye. She envies 
their clothes and regrets that she is so soon 
to leave the world to exist behind the drab 
walls of a convent. 

But a handsome young man enters the 
courtyard. He is Des Grieux. He ap- 
proaches the sad young girl and they begin 
a conversation. They sing the famous duet, 
“If I Knew Your Name.” Their affair pro- 
eresses at lightning speed. It is love at 
first sight for both. Des Grieux declares 
that she shall not go to the dreary convent

in the aria, “You Shall Remain Free.” 


Then the carriage ordered by Guillot 


drives up. The girl sees the opportunity it 
presents and suggests they go to Paris to-

The second scene of the act is the recep- 
tion room at St. Sulpice. 

The count has arrived ahead of Manon 
and he is trying to dissaude his son from 
the notion of becoming a monk. Despite 
his satire, his cynicism and his pleadings, 
he fails and the young man returns to 
his own cell, after singing “Depart, Fair 
Vision,” addressed to the imaginary face of 
Manon which still haunts him. 

Manon enters and sends the porter to 
bring her old lover to her. She hears a 
choir singing and, always emotionally af- 
fected by her surroundings, begins praying 
herself. 

Des Grieux at first upbraids 
her for her unfaithfulness, but 
at the same time tries to steel 
himself against her infinite 
charm. But she pleads with all 
the allure at her command and 
finally she triumphs. They 
leave the monastery once again 


tual joys that await them in the gay cap- 
ital. 


Manon hears her cousin, Lescaut, return- 
ing. She and Des Grieux jump into the 
carriage and drive away together. 


Lescaut has lost his money ang, now, his 
cousin, too. He accuses Gillot of having 
spirited her away and the crowd sees a 
chance for fun in the quarrel. The inkeep- 
er, however, tells Lescaut the truth and the 
act ends as all listen to the faint sound of 
the hoofbeats and the rattling carriage 
fade away in the distance, 


ACT IL. 


Manon and Des Grieux are in Paris. The 
scene is his apartment. As the curtain 
rises he is writing at a desk while she looks 
over his shoulder. He is writing his father, 
telling about Manon and is afraid of what 
the Count des Grieux will say. “Afraid?” 
chides Manon, “then we'll read it together.” 
Then comes the charming duet, “She Is 
Called Manon.” 


As Des Grieux starts to leave he notices 
a bouquet of flowers sent by some unknown 
to Manon. She answers his question eva- 
sively. The servant says two soldiers are 
waiting outside and as Des Grieux opens

Lescaut demands satisfaction of Des 
Grieux for the abduction of his cousin, but 
Des Grieux proves his intentions are hon- 
orable by producing the letter he has writ- 
ten to his father. Bretigny, left with 
Manon, makes love to her and tells her 
that Des Grieux is to be forcibly carried 
off that night by his father. Manon knows 
that Bretigny is rich enough to give her 
all the pretty things she desires and she 
yields to his tempting words and agrees to 
go with him that night. “Off with the old 
love, on with the new.” 


After the men have all left, Manon sings 
“Farewell, Our Little Table.” 


She is crying when Des Grieux returns 
and he tries to comfort her, singing “The 
Dream.” He is describing the little home 
he plans to buy for them when a knock 
comes at the door. Manon tries to prevent 
her lover from opening the door but he 
will not heed and he is seized and carried 
away by his father’s men as she sobs in 
grief. 


ACT III. 


The scene is a street in Paris on a fete 
day. The crowds of merrymakers and ped- 
dlers throng the street. Manon arrives with 
Bretigny and the compliments of the crowd 


together. 


ACT Iv. 


It is a Parisian gambling 
house. Guillot and Lescaut are 
among the players. Manon en- 
ters with Des Grieux. 

Des Grieux is sad and mo- 
rose, but Manon, chameleon- 
like, responds to the atmos- 
phere of her surroundings, just 
as she did in the monastery, 
and finally persuades Des 
Grieux fo play. He plays with 
Guillot for high stakes and, 
with Manon as his good luck 
mascot, wins steadily. So stead- 
ily, in fact, that Guillot at last 
accuses him of cheating. The 
old man finally storms out. 
Manon also wants to leave, but 
Des Grieux insists that if they 
do it will look as though the 
cheating change was true. 

But Guillot quickly returns 
with the police and both 
Manon and Des Grieux are ar- 
rested. The Count des Grieux 
sees this disgrace for his son 
and is shocked at the quick 
change from' the monastery of 
such a short time before. 


ACT V. 


The scene is on the high- 
road to Havre, the port of de- 
barkation for prisoners sen- 
tenced to transportation to the 
colonies. 


Des Grieux, thanks to his 
father’s influence, has been freed from 
prison. Manon, however, is not so for- 
tunate. She has been convicted as an 
abandoned woman and sentenced to be 
deported to Louisiana. Des Grieux and 
Lescaut are waiting for the prisoners to 
pass, with the young lover eager to try a 
barehanded rescue of Manon. 


When the cortege approaches, Lescaut 
speaks with the sergeant in command, of- 
fering to buy a drink. The sergeant, in the 
conversation that follows, remarks that 
Manon, one of his prisoners, is so sick she 
will probably die before they reach Havre 
anyway. 

Lescaut wins permission to see and speak 
with his dying cousin and allows Des Grieux 
to take his place. 

In the magnificent finale, Manon asks 
and receives forgiveness from Des Grieux 
for her ill treatment of him—the one man 
who had truly loved her from among the 


many on whom she ¢had squandered her 
favors, 


Manon dies in Des Grieux’s arms.

Senator Dill Starts Move To 
Put Senators’ Speeches on 
Air in Near Future. 3 


Washington, April 23.-——(Special.) 
Broadcasting of the proceedings of the 
United States senate, especially dur- 
ing debates on momentous issues, is 
again proposed in a resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Dill, of Washing- 
ton. - The resolution provides for in- 
stalling the desk of each individual 
senator with a microphone and wire 
connections to a central switehboard. 

As a preliminary demonstration of 
the feasibility of this broadcasting 
plan, Senator Dill is proposing that 
the hearings on his resolution be 
broadcast from the committee room 
by the national chain. He is press- 
ing for the consent of the senate 
committee on audit and control, 
which has charge of such matters, 
having already obtained the assurance 
of one chain that it will be willing 
to broadcast the hearings. 

Called Instructive. 

“The broadcasting of the Senate 
proceedings on inauguration day,” 
said Senator Dill, “proved to be the 
most instructive and popular feature 


that has yet been sent out by radio. | 


The time has come when the people 
should be permitted to hear the sena- 
tors who represent them discuss leg- 
islation, particularly such national is- 
sues as farm relief and the tariff 
which are now before us. Hearings 
on the resolution to make such broad- 
casting possible would be an interest- 
ing preliminary.” 

If the necessary consent is obtain- 
ed it is probable that the broadcast 
from the committee room, where mic- 
rophones would be placed before each 
senator, would take place during the 
evening in order to attract a large 
audience. The proposal to broadcast 
directly from the senate chamber, if 
adopted, opens up the possibility that 
senate sessions may evolve into regu- 
lar night meetings like those of the 
British parliament. 

No New Network. 

Senator Dill would have existing 
broadcasting facilities used for the 
senate broadcasts rather than have 
the government erect a network for 
stations of tts own. A _ report by 
war and navy department radio ex- 
perts about two years ago discour- 
aged proposals to erect a chain of 
government stations by showing that 
nbout 25 high-powered stations would 
be needed for such a service and that 
the necessary wave lengths could not 
be obtained in the present broadcast- 
ing band without paralyzing existing 
broadeasting programs. 

The report, prepared by 
S. CC. Hooper, of the navy, and Col- 
onel J. O. Mauborgne. of the army, 
also estimated the initial cost of such 
a system at about $3,300.000 and the 
annual upkeep and maintenance at 
nearly $1,200,000.

New’ York, April 23. —(#)—Aggres- 
sive bullish operations on the stock 
market carried the volume of sales 
across the 4,000,000-share mark for 
the first time in three weeks today, 
but the forward movement once more 
ran inio the stone wall of scarce mon- 
ey and had some difficulty in scaling 
this seemingly permanent obstacle. 

Brokers said the public was again 
coming into the market, as was evi- 
denced by the large numberof odd lot 
transactions. The maintenance of a 
high rate of industrial aetivity, the 
continued influx of excellent earnings 
reports for the first quarter, and op- 
timistic statements over the general 
condition of business by such authori- 
ties as Secretary of Commerce La- 
mont, have stimulated market enthusi- 
asm to such an extent that traders 
believe only another severe jolt can 
eurb it. 

While there has been a gradual eas- 
ing off in the past week, call money 
still remains tight, and the federal 


reserve authorities are still \ believed 
to be earnestly working to°keep it so. 


The renewal rate today was again / 


7 1-2 per cent, but with the increas- 
ing demands of the market the rate 
mounted to 8 by early afternoon, the 
first upward revision in just a week. 
Calling of loans was light, amounting 
to about $15,000,000. The federal re- 
serve’s csondition report of weekly re- 
porting member banks, showing a de- 
cline of only $25,000,000 in loans on 
securities, was not particularly pleas- 
ing. 

Save for the apparent -collapse 
the reparations conference the day’ 
news was generally of a bullish influ- 
ence, United States Steel production 
was said to have been again stepped 
up to practical capacity. Johns & 
Laughlin declared an extra dividend 
of $1 a share. Adams Express cut a 
$4,000,000 melon through an offer of 
rights. Pierce-Arrow showed a remark- 
able. recovery. in its first quarter re 
port, with profits of $448,531, in con- 
trast to a loss of $359,763 in the first 
quarter of last year. 

The outtanding strong features of 
the market were General Motors and 
Simms Petroleum, the day's transac- 
tions in these two issue accounting 
for about 18 per cént of the total 
turnover. General Motors climbed 
nearly 3 points to 87, 38 in a turn- 
over of 319,500 shares. and Simms 
Petroleum mounted about 3 1-2 points 
to a new high at 32 3-8 in a turn- 
over of 376,600 shares. Simms open- 
ed with a block of 100,000 shares, 
the largest single transaction ever 


made on the floor of the exchange.

9,000 FROM HOMES 


Snow Lake, Ark., April 23.—(4)— 
More than 5,000 persons. in Phillips 
and Desha counties were homeless to- 
day and at least 14,000 acres of rich 
farming lands were inundated, the re- 
sult of a break in the Laconia Circle 


levee and high water around the main 


Mississippi river levee at Knowlton's 
landing, where a force of workmen 
was waging a winning fight to pre- 
vent a crevasse. 

High water from the White river, 
banked against the circular dyke for 
several weeks, yesterday forced a gap 


in the levee more than 200 feet wide. 
Residents after receiving warnings by 


telephone and farm bells quickly gath- 


ered part of their belongings and hur- 
ried to safety. No loss of life was 
reported. All livestock was saved. 

The onrushing waters today had in- 
undated Snow Lake, the only village 
within the protected area, water in 
some places being nearly 15 feet deep. 
The Laconia Circle section, a low- 
lying area, at one time was believed 
to have -been a lake. There is no 
levee protection for the White river, 
and the region around it had been un- 
der water for several! weeks. 

The refugees have been housed in 
box cars and on a string of flat cars 
belonging to the Missouri Pacific 
railroad. For several days the rail- 
road has kept a train near Snow Lake 
for such an emergency. 

At Knowlton’s Landing engineers 
with a force of 500 laborers today be- 
lieved they had won their fight to 
prevent a break in the levee there. 
The break in the Laconia Circle levee 
was not expected to endanger the main 
levee to which the circle dyke joins. 
Levee engineers believed the break 
would tend to equalize the pressure 
against the main levee.
